Buttons Not Indication Of Age

HASTINGS, Neb., Feb. 1.—Pupils 


in the senior, high school here are 
learning the fallacy of the old no^ 
Uon that the number of buttons on 
a rattlesnake's 'tall tells his age. 
They know that is not true, be- 
cause they have watched a rattler 
In captivity in their class room for 
the past five months, and they know 
that whereas he had eight buttons 
when he came, he has only six now 
In spite of the fact that he is half 
a year older. 
Miss 
Annie 
Mogensen, 
their 
science teacher, declares that the 
snake gets a button each time he 
sheds his skin, and that under nor- 
mal conditions, he sheds his skin 
three times annually. 
The high school snake is about 


30 inches long, and is very active, 
but he hasn't eaten a thing for at 
least five months. 
Each time any 
one looks into his specially made 
cage, he colls and shakes his tail, 
while his little red tongue darts In 
and out of his mouth and his eyes 
send a chilling look straight at his 
potential enemy. 
He will drink at rather frequent 


intervals but scorns even live mice 
put in to tempt him, though the 
mice die from fright within a short 
time after entering his cage. 


A bull snake, 4S inches long, lives 


near him, but the two can in no 
way be considered close friends 


The bull snake is allowed 
the 


freedom of the science room occa- 
sionally, and objects strenuously to 
being replaced in his well-lighted 
cage within the south window. A 
huge 
sunflower 
head 
has been 
placed in his "house" 
to 
provide 
seeds for his meager 
appetite In 
case he should wish to indulge in 
anything more filling;than water. 
The bull snake so''far, too, has 
scorned a taste of lively fat mice, 
but he is expected to change his 
mind soon," since spring is almost 
here, and snakes are supposed to 
eat at the end of the winter season 
The class in biology this j^ear has 
been fortunate in having all forms 
of the reptile family to study.

government, 


therefore, is prepared to exchange 
the remainder for American agri- 
culture machinery, locomotives and 
othe 
products Russia 
urgently 


needs. 
"We want to turn the glitter ,f 


our 2,500 diamonds into the gUH(Sl- 
ot American steel," said one hirii 
official to the correspondent of the 
Associated Press Sunday. 
"These 


magnificent jewels were bought by 
Russia's former tyrants" with th'j 
sweat, tol) and trial of our peas- 
ants; we desire now to give them 
back to the peasants in the foirn 
of implements with which to till 
the ground or machinery for indus- 
tries. We have already turned mil- 
lions 
of military 
bayonets 
into 


plough shares; we wish now to turn 
the Imperial jewels, which are a 
dead asset, into tractors." 
Russia makes "no secret of the 


fact 
that she lacks 
money fo.-, 


equipment to reconstruct her shat- 
tered Industries. Having failed o 
obtain loans abroad 
-n the last 
eight years, she is obliged to utilize 
her own resources for the rehabili- 
tation of the economic fabric. The 
government Intended to spend the 
recsipts 
from grain exports 
for 


American machinery, but: despite 
the crop, the plan for collecting 
grain from the peasants was aot 
fully realized and orders for for- 
eign machinery had to be curtailed.

Have Other Resources.' 


Officials point out that the croWn 
jewels are only one of many re- 
sources that Russia, If 
pressed, 
might convert into cash: others 
include mining and oil concessions 
md museum treasures, amonjr them 
several hundred paintings by such

as Rubens, Rembrandt, 


Van Dyke, and Raphael, valued at 
jne billion dollars. The soviet of- 
'iclals are determined, however, not 
lo part with the museum treasures 


Trie Associated Press Sunday ob- 


alned the first complete and ac- 
curate description o£ the regal em- 
>lems from official sources. 
Tho 
lewels date from Peter the Great 
to Nicholas II. They comprise 40.i 
->eparate pieces of jewelry; the tc- 
i al weight of the diamonds alono 
is 25,300 carats; pearls. 6,300; saj>- 
phlres, 4,300; emeralds, 3,ZOO, arc! 
uncut rubles 1800 and also a great 
variety of miscellaneous stones. 


No other historic collection of 
5ems, whether royal or private, ac- 
cording to the Russian officials, ap- 
proaches the crown jewels, either in

During the last 
jears of her life the empress was 
so absorbed in mysticism that she 
regarded the wearing of jewels a* 
unlucky and cast them aside. 


Conspicuous among the collection 
are three noble crowns. The larg- 
est of these, the "Imperial crown 
of all the Rususlas," was made for 
the 
coronation o£ Catherine, tlr- 
Great in 1762, and contains +.956 
diamonds, seventy-fl-ve hupe pearls 
and many other large stones. Sui- 
mounting the crown is- a superb 
cross'of diamonds supported By an 
uncut ruby of 402 carats, one of- the 
world's 'largest.

First the robbers took $800 from

"You wouldn't rob women, would 
you?" one Inquired timidly.

ICAL GOVERMENT. 


Truly eternal vigilance la the price of economical 


*ov«rnm«nt in no less a 
degree than 
perpetual 


watchfulness is necessary for. the" preservation of 
liberty 
e> 


Let it be said to the credit of Calvin Coolidge that 


he has been vigilant. TVhile this newspaper has found 
It necessary to differ with the president on many Is- 
sues, it finds much to commend in his policy of real 
economy.' Mr. Coolidge understands how waste an<J 
extravagance obtains a foothold In government. • He 
recognizes it is necessary to keep continuously on the 
trail of governmental spending ^agencies if they are 
to be held within the prescribed limits. His success 
in reducing the Vunning expenses of government has 
been largely due to the fact that he has never re- 
linquished his efforts for a single minute but has 
been constant in Ms appeal for reduction m the- tax 
debt. 
-- 


In private business expenditures increase amaz- 


ingly unless responsible authority exercises constant 
vigilance. It is infinitely worse when the public foots 
the bill During the -war period we got Into a habit 
of spending without a thought of the cost. Extrava- 
gance and waste could be justified in those perilous 
times on the ground they were necessary. It was not 
so much a question as to whether the cost was 
heavy as it was the need of getting it down Immedi- 
ately. 


For three years there was an orgy of spending- 


unequalled in any period of this country's history. 
From an annual expenditure of over five billions of 
dollars the governmental burden at Washington hab 
been reduced to three and a half billions. President 
Cootidge.tn his budget address last Saturday indi- 
cated he did not believe it was possible to reduce this 
very much. In other words, the president believes we 
have hit rock bottom so far as curtailing govern- 
mental expenditures goes. From now on it will be 
largely a matter o£ preventing any increase in this 
tax burden 


Compared with thp pre-war period, it is evident 


that government is three times as costly as it was 
in the decade preceding 1914 In the ten years pre- 
ceding the war, the government's expenditures were 
slightly in excess of a billion dollars annually. Now, 
after the utmost measures of economy have been ap- 
plied, they are three and a. half billions 


Unquestionably a large portion of this increase is 


due to new governmental agencies and to enlarged 
functions of those activities which existed prior to 
the war.' Less than half of it can be charged to the 
diminished purchasing power of the dollar. 


Illustrative of how governmental agencies 
have 


expanded their activities and hence their expendi- 
tures is the army and navy. The navy for the cur- 
rent year has expenditures ?14,000,000 in excess o'f 
its budget estimate, the director general declared, 
•while the army has overrun *17,000,000. In 1914 the 
appropriations for the army aggregated $173,522,804 
and the navy $139,682,186. In 1924 the War depart- 
ment received $341,464,535, or more than two and a 
half times as much as it did ten years before, while 
the navy department's appropriation in 1924 amount- 
ed to $321,129,998. In 1924 the cost of maintaining 
these two departments of government was within 
$400,000,000 of equalling the total expenditures for all 
purposes of government. 


Possibly Mr. Coolidge is correct when he insists 


that it will be impossible to make further reductions 
in governmental expenditures and from now on it 
should be the policy to prevent any increases There 
arc dozens of boards, bureaus and commissions at 
\Vashlngton, however, which are not performing any 
very useful function. They could be eliminated with- 
out any loss and with a very distinctive saving. That 
is a legislative rather than an executive problem, 
how ever, since congress is responsible for most of 
these governmental agencies. It should take steps to 
abolish those which are not useful and necessary.

rgy; »ut no man can do his, best when he ha* too 
nany irons in the fire. As a rule, the more bills a 
eglslator Introduces, the more he is "hog-tied" In the 
onside'ratlon of other bills; for he cannot afford to 
ntagonlze too many of his colleagues on.*th«lr pet 
measures, a* that, would invlt* retaliation against 


la^own. 


Lancaster county voters ar« not demanding new 


egislatlon in* wholesale lots; nor/ are they clam- 
ring for tfie creation of new, public jobs,, nor the 
aising of salaries of local officials by legislative 
ct. 
If Mr. McMaster is in harmony with- these 


entlments he should make that fact known. He will 
trengthen his candidacy by definitely pledging hlm- 
elf, If re-elected, to introduce few bills and deVote 
ilmself to the service of the people generally rather 
nan to that of particular individuals or his own 
irofeaslwn. 


A LEGISLATOR'S PROPER SPHERE. 


It Is doubtful whether State Representative J 


Lloyd McMaster of Lancaster county, m gushing 
his campaign for renomlnation and re-election, will 
bring to the attention of his constituents the -title 
of "champion bill .inuoducer" which he won in the 
lower house of the legislature during tha 1925 ses- 
sion, as an inducement to obtain their support. 


Mr. McMaster has to his credit several good 


measures that were passed and are now on the 
statute books of Nebraska. He' also sponsored two 
or three — notably the bill for repeal of the in- 
determinate sentence law—which deserved to pass 
but did" not. For a member serving his first term 
his record on the -whole was one worthy of com- 
mendation. 


But, 
being a member of the legal profession, Mr 


McMaster seemed to regard it as his duty to throw 
in bills on a great variety of subjects, at a time when 
Speaker Burke and other experienced legislators werd 
doing their best to give the state a short and busi- 
nesslike session. A considerable proportion of the 
proposals he introduced were merely legal "chicken- 
feed" which might as well have been omitted. 


Taking the good and bad together, the showing 


made by Mr. McMaster in providing grist for the 
legislative hopper was about aa follows:

In hi* address at the First Congregationallst 


hurch in San Francisco Sunday morning, Luther 
Burbank, the noted horticulturist, echoed senti- 
ments which will awaken a responsive chord in many 
mman breasts. Mr. Burbank may not have given 
.•oice to orthodox views of religion but he did out- 
ine a very practical plan of Christian living 


Mr. Burbank advocated a gospel of love, 
"I love everybody. I love everything," said 
Mr. 


Burbank. "I love humanity. It has been my constant 
Jellght duripg all of the seventy-two years of life 
and I love all the works of nature" - 


Surely nothing which Mr. Burbank has said does 


•iolence to religion If one lived his views, he would 
vanish hate—the most destructive force in the world 
oday. Hate has been responsible for more misery 
«ind more suffering than any of the elemental Im- 
pulses of man. Back of every war has been hate. It 
may be envy or jealousy, fear or suspicion which hate 
ngenders—in any event the results have been s'ub- 
tantially the same 
The criminal hates his fellow 


man and he hates organized society. He is at war 
with those around him because his soul is filled with 
hatred. 


On the other hand love is the most healtng_forc<5 


;nown to mankind. It contemplates respect and tol- 
ratlon and faith One cannot love mankind without 
jeing completely in harmony with the belief that man 
s inherently good. One cannot 'love his fellow men 
without respecting and honoring their opinions in no 
ess a degree than he does his own. One cannot love 
without faith—a7 faith sufficiently strong to forgive 
where intentional or unintentional wrongs have taken 
place. 


You instinctively felt that Mr. Burbank was speak- 


ng without reservation when he addressed his San 
^rancisco audience. He was talking from the heart 
jut There was so much of sincerity, so much frank- 
ness and honesty, so much real humanity in his re- 
marks that it -was not difficult for most of us to 
subscribe to what he had to say. 


We have beeri. 
drifting away from the strict 


dogmas and creeds which used to define our relig- 
ous views Mr. Burbank was not offering any revo- 
utionary- views when he scouted the idea of a per- 
sonal devil Long ago most of us came to tbe same 
conclusion that the "idea a good God will send people 
o a burning hell is utterly damnable." 


Nature long ago gave her dissent to such an ab- 


horent view and enlightened and free thinking in 
recent years by those who profess religion has added 
strength to it. 


Mr Burbank may be termed or may 
designate 


himself as an infidel But to many of us he will ap- 
jeal as giving a very practical demonstration of tho 
Christian religion. What could be finer than that a 
man should love his fellow men? What could be more 
nsplring than the splendid, clear-eyed faith which 
this gieat horticultural 1st reveals in the ultimate 
goodness and purposes of life? 


THE UAW'S DEBT TO FLOYD FLOOD. 


Floyd Ijjlood has just been-released from the state 


penitentiary at Chester, I1L 
He goes forth after 


having spent nearly a year in that dungeon of hor- 
ror, with the brand of a convict upon his head, for 
a crime he did not commit. 


Flood was convicted in December, 1924, for partici- 


pation in the robbery of a bank at Freeport. Vainly 
ic protested his innocence for two employes of the 
banking institution identified him as one of the gang 
which held up the bank. He offered affidavits from 
his St. Louis employers swearing that he was per- 
ormlng his duties In their place of business at th« 
time when t*e robbery occurred but in spite of this 
formidable showing, the jury found him guilty. Flood 
continued the fight to establish his Innocence after 
his imprisonment Early. in June of last year ha 
convinced the authorities that a grave injustice had 
been committed but it was not until last week that 
an executive pardon sent him' forth a free man. 


There are few instances on record of the shocking 


failure of the law to administer justice. Isolated as 
they are, they should serve to remind us that the 
law is not Infallible. In this particular case Flood 
has been subjected to shocking and Irreparable in- 
jury 
No compensation can atone for the wrong 


which has been done hirn. 
He was placed behind 


bars in the very flower, of his life. For the endless, 
nights of suffering and the bitter days there can bo 
no restitution. Yet the state does owe Floyd Flood 
an unpayable debt. vlt must undertake his moral and 
material rehabilitation. It can at least seek to allevi- 
ate the galling bitterness which must fill his soul

DICTATORSHIP 
IN WAR. 


(Chicago Dally ^Jews ) 
What is called "universal pre- 
paredness" for war, I n c l u d i n g 
prompt conscription of man power 
and wealth, with complete control 
of industry and prices by th* na- 
tional executive. Is the object of a 
bill that has been reintroduced in 
congress. 
It is supported by the 
secretary of war and by certain 
able citizens who served on the 
powerful war board in 1917-18 


One of the avowed objects -ot the 


bill ie totally to eliminate profiteer- 
ing "from war and from the na- 
tional defense during a conflict an 
well as to prevent feverish specu- 
lation In essential commodities in 
advance of a foreseen or appre- 
hended crisis 
It is argued • that 
the only way to accomplish this de- 
sirable purpose is to clothe the 
chief executive with authority to 
assume control of industry and reg- 
ulate prices 


Whether such a bill would be 
constitutional, or w h e t h e r an 
amendment 
to 
the 
appropriate 


article of the constitution is a 
prerequisite: 
whether the 
addi- 
tional power proposed for the pres- 
ident should be limited or unlim- 
ited; whether it would be safe to 
confer even limited power to con- 
trol 
production, distribution and 
prices during the war, and whether 
dictatorial war powers might not 
be abused or continued indefinitely 
after the restoration of peace are 
very, important questions raised by 
the bill and requiring exhaustive 
discussion 


Hearings on the bill are to be 


held 
soon, 
but 
the 
discussion 
should not be confined to the com- 
mittee rooms and legislative cham- 
bers 
It should be nation-wide and 


scientific. 
The secretary of the 


nav>, b> the way, is an outspoken 
opponent of the bill 
Two presi- 
dents Harding and Coolidge, have 
approved the principle of the meas- 
ure,'but that is very different from 
approving a particular bill. 


Fine Start for River Work. 


(Kansas City Star ) 


Adequate improvement work on 


the Missouri river has \\alted only 
upon, the allotment of 
sufficient 


funds Engineers in charge of the 
work have stated 2 million dollars a 
year would meet present improve- 
ment needs Maj. Gen. Harry Taylor, 
chief of army engineers, now states 
that substantially this amount will 
bp alloted for the river in the next 
fiscal year; and. with other funds 
available for bank protection, the 
amount to be spent on the river 
from Kansas City to its mouth will 
be in excess of the 2 million dol- 
lars In addition, there Is the possi- 
bility of _a still larger sum if gov- 
ernment "revenues permit allotment 
to the Mississippi system of the 10 
million 
dollars, as 
conditionally 


agreed to by President Coolidge. 


The outlook, to say the least is 
promising.

•when I gave my ideas of married 
life, and was.so much criticised by 
the young ladies—some of the criti- 
cisms favorable. But when I read 
the letter of my brother bachelor, 
o£ Jan. 11, and especially your an- 
swer, I felt I must say something. 
Several years before the war, 1 re-

However, I am not • prepared, as 
yet, to plot'the,ei.tinctlon of therace 
until we have'experimented, with it 
for at least a few decades.
